Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Ms. Pennington was interested in discussing the prior art reference 
Bickle, in terms of the limitations present in claims 3 and 12. Ms. Pennington suggested that the limitations of claims 3 
and 12, combined with the limitations of the respective parent claims, was not present in the prior art, and is therefore 
allowable. Mr. Rutten insisted that the Bickle reference was directed to the use of hardware counters and instructions 
to implement breakpoint monitoring of execution, and that persuasive arguments would be required to distinguish the 
claims. Ms. Pennington further suggested that Bickle did not fully disclose details regarding user input for managing 
execution. Mr. Rutten agreed that the Bickle reference was light on such details. Also, Mr. Rutten indicated that due to 
the after-final status of the application, further consideration would necessarily be limited.
